Murder Reveals 


Ancient Feud of 


2 Indian Tribes 


(By the Associated Fran) 


WASHBOKN, 
Wis. — The 


tale of a feud generations old, 
in which the chieftains of two 
Indian tribes have been prac- 
tically'wiped out, is expected to 
be told in court here at the 
trial of John "Red-Bird" Beau- 
regard, charged 'with the mur- 
der of John Me.iley, aged 85. 


"Red-Bird" Beauregard was 


captured near Barnes, near the 
cabin where a week ago he is 
alleged to have slain Mealey 
when he became enraged at 
Mealcys'taunts that "Redbird" 
was not man enough to avenge 
' the death of his father. 


"Redbird" was captured fol- 


. lowing a week of hiding in the 


woods. He is held without bail 
to await trial. 
Mealey's death is forged with 


a long chain of deaths, which 
have followed a feud between 
Indian tribes that began in 
northern 
Wisconsin 
genera- 


tions ago. Eventually the feud 
resolved into a family warfare 
between "Redbird's' father and 
an Indian called "Blackbird." 
In tho course of the feud "Red- 
bird's"'father fatally wounded 
"Blackbird.'1 -The dying chief 
imposing upon his sons the oath 
of vengeance. Years later the 
elder Beauregard, 
"Redbird's" 


father was shot down, his slay- 
er escaping into the woods. 


Several years later "Redbird" 


killed an Indian named Mitchell, 
who was believed to have been 
one of the enemies of the elder 
Beauregard. 
Redbird served 


four and one half years for the 
murder'and following 
his reT 
lease led the life of a hermit in 
the shack where Mealey > 
was 


slain a week ago.

Crime on Rapid Increase in 


State; Industrial Slump and 


Not Prohibition Is Held Cause 


Number of Inmates in State Penal Institutions Has 


Grown From 959 to 1217 During Past Year, 


Board of Control Reports 


Crime hns been on a rapid in- 


crease in Wisconsin during the past 
few months, judging from prison 
figures of the state board of control, 
which show in the December re- 
port made today, that the-number 
of inmates of state penal institu- 
tions has grown from 959 t'(\ 1,217 
during the past year. This increase, 
according to M. J. Tappins, secre- 
tary of the board, has largely oc- 
curred since August. 


Industrial depression with result- 


ant unrest is attributed- by Mr. 
Tappins as the cause of the rapid 
rise in prison populations, one of 
the most marked in the history of 
state penal 
institutions, resulting 


from 
the war, while moonshine is 


absolved as a primary cause. 


The board of control reports that 


there arc 71)1 male prisoners and 31 
female prisoners in the state peni- 
tentiary at Waupun, and 395 male 
prisoners in the Green Bay reform- 
atory, making a total of 1,217 in the 
two prisons. 


"During 
the war there was a 


mnrktd falling off of crime and in 
the population of the state penal 
:nstitution;," Mr. Tappins 
said. 


"The 
population 
of 
the Wnupun 


penitentiary fell to COO at one time 
\vhon there was 
general optimism 


and every one was at \vork. 


"Lately, with 
industrial depres- 


sion and unemployment 
there ha: 


come unrest and crime. 


"One 
encouraging fsature of th' 


situation, however, is the fact tha 
most offences are against property 
and not against persons. Few of th' 
prisoners ,orc sent to the institu- 
tions for personal assaults while the 
great proportion are robbers ant 
persons convicted for larceny, em- 
bezzlement, and other c r i m e s 
against property." 


While, some of the increase may 


be attributed 
to ex-soldiers, Mr. 


Tappins said, their war tro.ining is 
not often responsible for their turn 
to crime. In a number of instances 
he said, former soldiers 
have-suf- 


fered from mental diseases that lee 
them to commit offenses, and others 
have become, desperate through in- 
ability to obtain work. 


Prohibition has little to dp with 


the present .situation, Mr.. Tappins 
believes. Up to the present there has 
been little indication of the eiFcct of 
prohibition on the number of in- 
mates in the institutions, especially 
since the marked increase of the 
past few months. 


During' -the war and for the first 


year following there was a decided 
decrease in the prison population, 
which then increased_ slightly until 
the sudden jump since August of 
this year.

HAT the state of Wisconsin in the en- 
suing campaign is to have a duplica- 


tion of the campaign of corruption that 
put Newberry in the United States senate 
is the statement just issued by Brick J. 
Onstad, secretary of the Wisconsin Pro- 
gressive association. Mr. Onstad's state- 
ment follows:

HE Nowberry Senatorial election scandal 
in Michigan occupied much of the time oi 
the closing of the last session days in the 


Unittd States Senate. Like all investigations 
ol this tort th« facU come out in driblets and 
have to be pieced together to make the story. 


One thing stands out in bold relief. New- 


berry's seat, »t least the ono he claims, cost 
the Newberry family anywhere from $170,000 
to 1230,000 in cold cash. And by virtue of this 
enormous outlay Newberry temporarily occupies 
a seat which if he serves oat a full term will 
pay him *45,000 
in -salary for the full six 


years. That $45,000 will barely support a sen 
ator with a family in Washington in a modest 
living. So at the best Mr. Newberry -s/ill be 
minus from $125,000 to $180,000 for his six 
years service, This statement is based on the 
assumption that Newberry shall represent the 
state of Michigan instead of any special inter- 
ci^. We may therefore modertly claim that the 
Newberry seat was bought and paid for in 
cold cash at a net purchase price of from 
$125,000 to $180,000 more than it is worth. It 
cost more than a seat on the New York Stock 
Exchange where gambling is profitable. 


This seat, which cost more than its weight 


in gold, assuming it weighs 6S2 pounds avoir- 
dupois, is contested on the ground that New- 
berry violated a criminal statute of the state 
of Michigan in bidding 10 high for the seat 
iewberry's claim is lack of knowledge aa to 
ihe price paid by his attorney.

Xight" la German In Its orijic 


and Is considered by many persons to 
be the most beautiful of all Christ- 
mas carols. 
It has sometime* been 


ascribed to Martin Luther, tut the 
consensus of expert, opinion Is that It 
is much elder than bis time and It ori« 
of the oldest of German folk song*. 


Tb* carol "God Beet Xe Merry, 


Gentlemen." is English in Its orlettt 
and dates back to about the beflnninc 
at the Seventeenth century, although 
the author of tte words and the com- 
poser of the music are unknown. The 
fine old melody sang to this poem pos- 
sesses «U the best qualifications of a 
sterling hymn tune and.will probcfcly 
last w long as the vend with which 
It Is always associated. 


The carol "Draw Nigh, ImmanueV 


Is one of the oldest pieces of coherent 
music ID existence, and both the word* 
and music far antedate any of the otn- 
ers. The music is an old French mel- 
«oy, dated from the Thirteenth cen- 
tury, although, of course. It has been 
harmonized to conform with more 


todem standard*., 
There Is a most curious but beauti- 


ful musical effect at the dose of this 
carol. The worts of "Draw Nigh, Iro- 
manueJ," are about 100"years older 
than the music, being' txJcen from th* 
Mazarnblc breviary of tht Twelfth ceo-' 
ruiy. and It Is generally bettered that 
they were taken from ,tbe litnrry at 
the early Cbriitlan* at Toledo, Spain,

Enactment of new revenue 


leg-iilation hag brought to

offices of collectors ol internal 
rerun* a flood ol iaquiriem re- 
garding various provisions. The 
revenue act of 1921 became ef- 
fective Nov. 23, 1921, "unless 
otherwise provided for." 


To avoid error in the prepar- 


ation of their return* and .later 
difficulties -with the bureau of 
internal revenue, taxpayers are 
advjaed to carefully note the 
change* and -when they become' 
effective. 


The czceis profits tax is re- 


pealed a* of Jan. 1, 1922. 
The 


ratea for 1921 are unchanged. 


Tb« iurtax rntes for the cal- 


endar year 1921 are unchanged, 
and range from 1% on the 
amount of net income between 
, $6,000 and $6,000 to 65% on the 


amount of net income in excess 
of $1,000,000.
